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EDITORIAL 


The  electoral  machine  of  the  G.O.P.  has 
been  cranked  up,  and  it  has  produced  a 
plant  and  a  bird:  Bush  and  Quayle.  Bush  is 
incompetent  and  should  not  be  elected 
President  of  the  United  States.  He  is  inar- 
ticulate, lacks  sound  judgement,  and  has 
never  understood  the  essentials  of  the  im- 
portant jobs  he  has  held. 

Time  and  time  again,  Bush  has  shown 
that  he  is  incapable  of  speaking  properly.  It 
has  long  been  recognized  that  confused 
speech  patterns  indicate  confused  thought 
patterns.  Speaking  carefully  and  meticu- 
lously, Bush  recently  said,  "I  hope  I  stand  for 
anti-bigotry,  anti-Semitism,  and  anti-ra- 
cism." First  of  all  the  word  "anti-bigotry" 
does  not  exist.  Second,  the  most  revealing 
point  of  the  misstatement  is  that  Bush 
himself  did  not  realize  that  he  had  made  a 
mistake.  When  questioned  about  his  bi- 
zan-e  declaration  of  anti-Semitism,  Bush 
stated  that  his  meaning  had  been  perfectly 
clear:  he  opposed  anti-Semitism.  Is  it  so 
clear,  when  more  than  half  a  dozen  Bush 
aides  have  resigned  because  they  were 
closely  related  to  anti-Semitic  activities?  If 
a  man  cannot  speak  or  think  properly,  is  he 
qualified  to  operate  a  cash  register,  let  alone 
lead  a  country? 

Bush  lacks  sound  judgement  as  shown  by 
both  the  process  he  used  to  pick  his  vice- 
presidential  running  mate  and  his  actual 
choice  of  Senator  Dan  Quayle.  He  made  his 
choice  with  almost  no  consultation  with  his 
advisors  about  this  very  important  decision. 
In  consequence,  he  made  a  disastrous 
choice;  Bush's  researchers  had  failed  to 
uncover  that  Quayle  had  used  family  influ- 
ence to  get  him  into  the  National  Guard  to 
avoid  fighting  in  Vietnam.  After  first  lying, 
then  admitting  that  the  charge  was  true, 


Quayle  responded,  "I  did  not  know  in  1969 
that  I  would  be  in  this  room  today,  I'll  con- 
fess." In  a  recent  news  conference  Quayle 
managed  to  garble  that  the  United  States 
was  the  perpetrator  of  the  Nazi  Holocaust 
and  that  he  was  not  living  in  the  twentieth 
century.  Bush  often  said  about  picking  his 
running  mate,  "I  want  to  do  this  one  myself." 
If  his  judgement  were  sound,  he  would  know 
that  important  decisions  require  consulta- 
tion with  wise  and  trusted  advisors. 

Bush  has  held  many  high  offices  over  the 
years:  U.S.  Senator,  U.N.  Representative, 
Chairman  of  the  Republican  National 
Committee,  American  envoy  to  China,  Head 
of  the  C.I.A.,  and  Vice  President  of  the 
United  States.  He  has  often  been  criticized, 
however,  for  accomplishing  little  in  the 
posts  he  held;  a  Dole  campaign  commercial 
in  the  primaries  portrayed  Bush  as  walking 
a  long  path  while  leaving  no  foot  piints.  The 
image  is  accurate;  one  aide  once  asked 
another  aide  where  he  should  begin  briefing 
the  newly  elected  Vice  President  Bush  on 
foreign  relations.  The  aide  dryly  told  him  to 
begin  at  the  very  beginning  because  Bush 
had  never  before  demonstrated  an  under- 
standing of  the  essentials. 

Bush's  inability  to  think  or  speak  clearly, 
his  lack  of  sotmd  judgement,  and  his  inabil- 
ity to  understand  the  essentials  of  the  jobs 
he  has  held  are  compelling  reasons  that  he 
should  not  be  elected  the  next  President  of 
the  United  States.  If  he  is  elected,  the  entire 
world  will  suffer  the  consequences  of  his 
incompetence.  Garry  Wills,  in  an  article  in 
Time  magazine,  writes,  "When  I  talked  to 
[Bush]  about  current  books,  he  said,  'I  said, 
"Barbara,  now  I'm  going  out  with  Jimmy 
Baker  to  the  wilderness"  [their  fishing  trip 
during  the  Democratic  convention],  and  she 
said,  "You  ought  to  do  something.  Don't 
take  any  papers — you  ought  to  read."  And  I 
said  [shrugging],  "Read?  Oh,  what  am  I 
gonna  read?"    And  so  she  gave  me  Tom 
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Wolfe's  book,  which  I  [shudder]— too  FAT! 
And  I  absolutely  loved  it.  I'm  almost  at  the 
end.  I'm  on  page  500  and  something;  it  is 
extraordinary.'  Perhaps  it  is  best  that  Bush 
ended  this  desultory  search  for  remembered 
book  titles  by  confessing,  'But  I  can't — 
Garry,  I  don't  read  that  much.'  "  What  do 
Bush's  words  imply?  He  still  considers  the 
thickness  of  a  book  in  his  evaluation  of  its 
merit,  he  still  counts  pages,  he  essentially 
doesn't  read.  This  sixty-four- year-old  Presi- 
dential nominee  has  the  mind  of  a  fourteen- 
year-old.  Is  he  the  man  who  should  lead  the 
Western  world?

An  Olympic  Question 

Should  professional  athletes  be  allowed 
to  compete  in  the  Olympics?  The  above 
question  is  one  of  the  most  talked  about 
subjects  in  recent  Olympic  history  and  cer- 
tainly one  with  a  large  question  mark.  On 
the  surface,  the  question  seems  to  be  a 
simple  one  that  requires  only  a  few  seconds 
of  thought  before  answering.  This  belief 
could  not  be  further  from  the  truth.  The 
question  of  the  participation  of  professional 
athletes  in  the  Olympics  is  actually  one 
filled  with  a  myriad  of  ambiguities.  Allow 
me  to  elaborate:  In  some  Olympic  events, 
such  as  tennis,  the  only  athletes  competing 
are  professionals.  By  contrast,  other  events, 
such  as  boxing,  allow  only  amateurs  to  en- 
ter. Here  is  an  obvious  contradiction  in  the 
Olympic  rules.  Furthermore,  there  are 
several  Olympic  events  (track,  swimming, 
and  diving,  to  name  a  few)  which  are  not 
classified  as  professional  sports.  All  these 
events  are  amateur  competitions.  Ben 
Johnson,  for  example,  makes  his  living  by 
running.  It  is  his  profession,  yet  he  isn't 
classified  as  a  professional  runner  because 


running  is  considered  an  amateur  sport. 
This,  of  course,  lets  athletes  who  compete 
professionally  in  these  events  to  come  back 
every  four  years  if  they  wish.  All  this  discus- 
sion leads  to  one  question.  For  what  purpose 
do  the  Olympics  exist?  If  the  Olympics  are 
the  highest  level  of  world-wide  competition, 
then  why  isn't  Mike  Tyson  competing  on  the 
United  States  boxing  team?  If  the  Olympics 
are  for  amateurs  trying  to  break  into  a  new 
career,  then  why  isn't  Greg  Louganis  at 
home  watching  the  Olympics  instead  of 
competing  in  his  third? 

Right  now,  the  Olympics  seem  to  exist  for 
two  different  purposes.  On  one  hand,  they 
exist  to  help  talented  youngstei  i  to  launch 
new  careers;  on  the  other  hand,  they  also 
exist  to  sponsor  intense  competition  be- 
tween seasoned  athletes,  Ben  Joluison  and 
Carl  Lewis  for  example.  It  is  time  for  the 
people  in  charge  to  stop  straddling  the  line 
between  these  two  purposes.  It  is  about 
time  that  a  definition  for  the  Olympics  be 
established.  In  order  to  do  so,  the  powers 
that  be  must  make  a  decision.  In  the  opinion 
of  this  writer,  the  Olympics  should  be  essen- 
tially a  world-wide  competition  with  the 
highest  prestige  and  level  of  competition. 
This  means  allowing  the  best  athletes  to 
compete,  be  they  professional  or  not.  In 
response  to  this  argtmient,  the  Olympic 
Committee  argues  that  in  many  events  the 
best  players  come  from  predominantly  one 
area.  Take,  for  example,  the  sport  of  basket- 
ball. The  best  basketball  players  in  the 
world  are  known  to  play  professionally  in 
the  United  States.  They  contest  that  the 
competition  would  be  lopsided.  Pardon  me 
if  I'm  mistaken,  but  isn't  the  Olympic  com- 
petition already  lopsided?  Correct  me  if  I'm 
wrong,  but  aren't  the  Russians  cleaning  up? 
In  Russia,  where  the  athletes  aren't  bound 
by  a  "professional  athlete"  name-tag,  any 
competitor  who  is  worthy  of  the  Oljonpics  is 
allowed  to  compete.    Why  should  this  be 
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different  for  North  American  athletes  who 
are  good  enough  to  compete  but  are  not 
allowed  to  because  they  are  "professionals"? 
This  discrimination  is  a  blatant  disregard 
for  the  rights  of  our  country.  The  Olympics 
are  important  to  every  athlete,  professional 
or  not.  It  is  only  just  and  reasonable  to  allow 
professional  athletes  to  compete  in  the 
Olympics. 

A  recent  NBC  poll  indicated  that  58%  of 
the  people  asked  said  that  they  would  like  to 
see  professional  athletes  in  the  Olympics. 
Perhaps  with  enough  pressure  from  the 
people,  those  in  charge  will  submit.  Cross 
your  fingers,  and  maybe  by  the  next  Olym- 
pics professional  athletes  will  be  competing.
